“3.  There  shall  he  raised,  levied,  and  collecte  in 
each  year,  upon  all  tlie  real  estate  and  improvements 
on  real  estate  mentioned  in  the  assessment  roll  for  tho 
time  being  in  force  in  the  said  City,  an  equal  rate  of 
38/45  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  as 
appears  by  the  said  roll.” 

2.  The  clause  numbered  22  of  Schedule  A to  the  said 
By-Law  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  ,ui.i 
“$10”  therein  and  substituting  the  sum  of  ‘“  25” 
therefor. 

3.  This  By-Law  may  he  cited  as  the  “Revenue 
Amendment  By-Law,  1 S8G.  ”

For  consolidating  the  By-Laws  regulating  Hacks, 
Gabs,  Express  Waggons,  and  other  Vehicles  plying 
for  hire,  and  for  establishing  a Scale  of  Charges 
for  the  use  thereof. 


rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  from  tlie  date  thereof, 
which  interest  shall  he  payable  half-yearly  at  the 
office  of  the  said  Treasurer. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for 
the  payment  of  tho  said  debentures,  and  the  interest 
to  become  due  thereon,  an  equal  special  rate  of  1 /l  8 
of  one  cent  in  the  dollar  shall,  in  addition  to  all  other 
rates  be  assessed,  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
year  upon  all  rateable  property  within  tho  said  city 
during  tho  said  term  of  fifty  years,  unless  such  deben- 
tures shall  be  sooner  paid. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  from 
time  to  time  to  re-purchase  any  of  the  said  debentures 
at  such  price  or  prices  as  shall  in  each  case  he  mutually 
agreed  ; and  all  debentures  so  re-purchased  shall  he 


BE  IT  ENACTED  hy  the  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  tlie  City  of  Victoria  as  follows  : — 

Registration. 

1 . The  owner  of  every  vehicle  standing  or  plying  for 
hire  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  or  goods  shall  regis- 
ter, and  at  all  times  keep  registered  the  same  in  his 
own  name,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Council  of  the  said  City,  and  obtain  from  the  said 
Clerk  a metallic  plate  bearing  the  number  under  which 
such  vehicle  is  registered,  together  with  a certificate 
of  such  registration,  for  which  certificate  the  said  Clerk 
shall  be  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  for  the  use 
of  the  said  Corporation  a fee  of  one  dollar,  and  which 
certificate  and  registration  shall  expire  on  the  thirty- 
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first  clay  of  December  in  the  year  of  such  registration, 
and  no  owner  of  any  vehicle  shall  permit  the  same  to 
he  used,  employed,  or  let  for  hire  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers  or  goods,  nor  shall  any  person  drive,  stand, 
or  ply  for  hire  with  such  vehicle  unless  it  is  so  regis- 
tered, and  unless  the  metallic  plate  hearing  the  regis- 
tered number  aforesaid  is  affixed  to  some  conspicuous 
part  thereof. 

Stand s. 

■2.  No  person  shall  stand  or  ply  for  hire  with  any 
vehicle  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  or  goods  in  any 
street  or  public  place  except  on  such  portions  of  the 
following  named  streets  or  places  as  shall  for  the  time 
being  be  designated  by  the  said  Council,  namely  : — 
Douglas  Street,  for  Hacks  ; 

Yates  Street,  east  of  Douglas,  for  Express  Waggons  ; 
Wharf  Street,  for  Drays  ; . 

And  all  such  vehicles  shall  be  drawn  up  in  single  hie, 
at  least  twenty  feet  apart,  and  at  least  twenty  feet 
from  any  crossing. 

Lights. 

3.  The  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  every  vehicle 
standing  or  plying  for  hire  or  hired,  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers  or  goods,  shall  at  all  times,  between  one 
hour  after  sunset  and  one  hour  before  sunrise,  carry  a 
good  and  sufficient  light  on  each  side  of  such  vehicle. 

Drivers. 

4.  No  person  shall  act  as  driver  of  any  vehicle  ply- 
ing for  hire  or  hired  ai  aforesaid  without  first  obtain- 
ing from  the  said  Council  a license  and  a numbered 
badge,  which  license  and  badge  shall  lie  registered  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  said  Council,  and  which  badge  shall 
be  worn  by  such  driver  on  his  arm  or  some  other  con- 
spicuous position,  and  a fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be  paid 
for  such  license  and  badge  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Council ; and  every  such  license  shall  be  in  force  until 
the  same  is  revoked,  except  during  the  time  that  the 
same  may  be  suspended  as  after  mentioned. 

5.  The  said  Council  may,  upon  the  conviction  of  the 
driver  of  any  vehicle  standing  or  plying  for  hire  or 
hired  as  aforesaid,  for  any  infraction  of  this  or  any 
other  by-law  respecting  vehicles  plying  for  hire,  sus- 
pend or  revoke  his  license  as  they  deem  right. 

6.  No  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or 
whose  license  has  been  revoked  or  is  under  suspension 
as  aforesaid,  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  felony,  or 
who  is  manifestly  unfit,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  licensed 
as  a driver  under  this  by-law. 

7.  No  person  authorized  by  the  owner  of  any  vehicle 
registered  under  this  by-law  to  act  as  driver  of  such 
vehicle  shall  suffer  any  other  person  to  act  as  driver 
thereof  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof  ; and 
no  person,  whether  licensed  or  not,  shall  act  as  driver 
of  any  such  vehicle  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof. 

8.  The  driver  of  every  vehicle  plying  for  hire  who 
carries  therein  any  passenger  whom  he  knows  or  has 
reasonable  cause  to  suspect  to  be  suffering  from  cholera, 
smallpox,  or  any  other  disease  of  a malignant  charac- 
ter dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  forthwith 
notify  the  Medical  Health  Officer  or  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor thereof,  and  such  Medical  Health  Officer  or  Sani- 
tary Inspector  shall  thereupon  order  such  disinfection 
of  the  vehicle  as  lie  shall  deem  necessary,  and  the 
vehicle  shall  thenceforth  not  be  used  for  the  carriage 
of  any  passenger  until  the  Medical  Health  Officer  or 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  given  a certificate  in  writing 
that  the  vehicle  has  been  disinfected  to  his  satisfaction. 

9.  No  driver  or  other  person  having  or  pretending 
to  have  the  care  of  any  vehicle  plying  for  hire  or  hired 
as  aforesaid,  shall  lie  intoxicated,  or  use  any  obscene  or 
impertinent  language  or  insulting  gesture,  or  by  wan- 
ton and  furious  driving  or  any  other  wilful  misconduct 
injure  or  endanger  any  person  in  life,  limb,  or  property. 

Charges. 

10.  No  owner  of  any  vehicle  for  the  carriage  of  pas- 
sengers or  goods  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  used,  em- 
ployed, or  let  to  hire,  nor  shall  any  person  stand  or 
ply  for  hire  with  such  vehicle,  without  having  affixed 
inside  the  same  in  a conspicuous  place  a card,  on  which 
shall  be  printed,  in  easily  legible  type,  the  name  of  the 
owner  of  the  vehicle,  the  number  of  persons  to  be  car- 
ried by  it  (if  it  be  a vehicle  for  the  carriage  of  passen- 
gers), and  the  scale  of  charges  for  the  use  thereof. 

11.  The  following,  and  no  other,  shall  be  the  scale 
of  charges  for  the  use  of  vehicles  plying  for  hire  for  the 
carriage  of  passengers  or  goods  : — 

(a.)  Hacks,  81.50  per  hour  so  long  as  required. 

{h.)  Driving  one  or  two  persons  any  place  within  the 
City  limits,  50  cents. 

(c. ) For  every  passenger  over  two,  25  cents  each. 

{d.)  To  or  from  any  steamer  or  train,  50  cents  per 
head,  not  including  special  orders. 


(e.)  Balls,  parties,  and  theatres,  one  person,  to  and 
from,  $2.00;  two  persons,  to  and  from,  $2.50; 
three  persons,  to  and  from,  $3.00  ; four  persons, 
to  and  from,  $3.50. 

For  weddings,  to  and  from,  each  carriage,  $o.00. 

For  funerals,  to  and  from  cemetery,  each  carriage, 
$4.00. 

(;.)  Trunks  taken  from  any  wharf,  train,  or  house, 
to  any  point  within  the  city  limits,  25  cents  each 
Trunks  taken  on  carriages,  25  cents  each. 

Baggage  carried  in  the  hand  of  a person  being  con- 
veyed in  a licensed  vehicle,  free. 

Hiring  and.  Payment. 

12.  No  driver  of,  or  person  standing  or  plying  for 
hire  with  any  such  vehicle  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse, 
when  r.  quiivd  by  the  hirer  thereof,  to  carry  therein 
the  number  of  persons  mentioned  on  the  card  therein, 
or  any  hss  number  (if  it  be  a vehicle  for  the  carriage 
of  passengers),  or  refuse  or  neglect,  without  reasonable 
excuse,  to  drive  such  vehicle  to  any  place  within  six 
miles  of  the  boundary  of  said  city  to  which  he  is 
dir.  cted  to  drive  by  the  person  hiring  or  wishing  to 
hire,  such  vehicle  ; and  no  owner  or  driver  of  any  such 
v hicl  ■,  or  any  other  person  on  his  behalf,  shall  exact 
or  demand  from  any  hirer  thereof,  more  than  the 
charge  allowed  by  this  by-law,  unless  the  hiring  shall 
have  extended  to  some  place  beyond  the  city  limits, 
and  the  hirer  shall  have  specially  agreed  to  pay  there- 
for at  the  rate  demanded. 

13.  No  owner  or  driver  of  any  such  vehicle  which  is 
hired  shall  permit  or  suffer  any  person  to  be  carried  in 
or  upon  or  about  the  same  during  such  hire,  without 
the  express  consent  of  the  hirer  thereof. 

14.  No  hirer  of  any  vehicle  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  pay  on  d niand  to  the  owner  or  driver  thereof  the 
charge  allowed  bv  tbis  by-law. 

15.  No  driver  of  a vehicle  plying  for  hire  on  the 
stand  shall  stop  his  vehicle  opposite  any  other  vehicle 
so  that  the  two  vehicles  shall  stand  abreast. 

Penalties. 

16.  Every  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of 
the  ] revisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  on  summary  con- 
viction before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  any  two  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  said  city, 
be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  to 
imprisonment  for  a term  not  exceeding  one  month ; 
and  if  such  penalty  be  not  paid,  either  immediately  or 
within  such  period  as  such  Police  Magistrate  or  Jus- 
tices may  appoint,  the  same  may  be  levied  by  distress 
and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  or 
such  offender  may  be  imprisoned  for  a term  not 
exceeding  one  month,  unless  such  penalty,  and  the 
costs  of  distress,  if  any,  be  sooner  paid. 

17.  The  “Hack  Regulation  By-Law,  1884”  (No. 
107),  and  so  much  of  every  other  by-law  as  is  incon- 
sistent with  this  by-law  or  makes  any  provision  in  any 
matter  herein  provided  for,  are  hereby  repealed. 

18.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Hired  Vehicle 
Consolidat  d By-Law,  1886.”
